DECLARATION 


Of the PARLIAMENT of te COMMON-WEALTH of ENGLAND, 
Concerning the Settlement of 5 C0 TLeANXND. 


He Parliament of the Commonwealth of England, eſteeming it a neceſſary care and obligation thas 
lies upon them , to improve the power which God hath now grven them, for the advancement of the 


; en of God, and the good and welfare 4 the whole INand, Have thought fit to nominat and appoint 
1p Js 3 2 to repair into cotland, for effefting the ſame ; And do hereby Declare, 


Firſt, At to what concerns the advancement of the glory of God, That their conſtant Endeavours ſhall be, 
To promote the Preaching of the Goſpel there and to ares the power of true Religion and Holineſi .and,that 
(God may be ſerved and worſhipped, according to his minde revea ed in hu Nord, with Protection and all due 


countenance and encouragement therin to the people of that nation, from thoſe in authority under theParliament. 


Secondly, They do Declare, As to what concerns the Freedom to be e gan to the People there, ana 
the Security to thus Commonwealth to be had for time to come, That Scotland /hall and may be incorporated into, 
and become One Commonwealth with thu of England, whereby the ſame Government that is eſtabliſhed here, 
and enjoyed by the good Peaple of this Nation, under the Free State and Commonwealth of England, asnow 
ſetled without Ring, or Houſe of Lor s, may be derryed and communicated unto them, with ſuch"con vement 
ſpeed, as the ſame can be made practicable among ſt them 
Thirdly, T hey do Declare, As to $ atufation and Reparation,that they intend and expett,for the vaſt Ex- 
ences and damages which this Commonwealth hath alrendy undergone, by reaſon of the Invaſion in the year one 
thouſand ſix hundred forty eight, by the Scots Army,under the then Duke Hamilton: The War which they ne- 
ceſitated England to, for their own defence and, The late Invaſion by the Army under Charls Stuart; and, For 
and towards the leſſning the future charge of this Commonwealth, all the Lands,houſes,goods and revenue what- 
ſoe ver belonging to the ſaid Charls Stuart,pretended Ring of the Scots, or to the Crown or \tate of Scotland : 
and, All the Eſlates whatſoever, Ręal or Peſonal,of thoſe who did Invade England, under Duke Ha-iiron, iy 


the year one thou/and ſiæ hundred forty eiglt, or were ad v iſing, coniriving or promoting thereof,or in any way ay-

abetting or aſoiſting to him in Scotland: or C ho did with the ſaidCharls Stuart lately invade England,or were 
aiding,abetting or aſsiſting thereunto, or ſuce the ſame have raiſed Arms, or been fans EN or aſsiſters, 
thereof in proſecution of the ſaid Invaſion,r in oppoſition to the forces of the Parliament of England remaining 
there,Shal be confiſcated and forfeited to the uſe and 1 0 of the Commonwealth of England: Except ſuch who 
have, ſince the Battcl of Dunbar, on the 3,of Sept one t oe fix hundred and fifty, deſerted the faid Charls 
Stuart, aud nt born Arms ſince again ft th Farliament: At alſo ſuch, whoſe merits and ſervices to this Common- 
wealth,have or ſhal render them capable & being taken into 4 more favourable conſideration by the Parliament. 


Fourth, The Parliament do Declan, That all ſuch perſons of the Scottiſh Nation, as are not comprehen- 
ded within the former Qualiſications, but have kept themſelves free from the guilt of thoſe things which have 
compelled thu War, and ſhall now, upon the Diſcovery of their own true Intereſt, be di gſed to Concur with. and 
promotd the Ends formerly and now declared by the Parliament, Shall be taken into the Protettion of the Par- 
lament,andenjry their Liberties and Eſtates,as oth'r the Free people of the Commonwealth of England. 


Af d foraſmuch as the Parliament are ſatisfied, T hat many of the people of Scotiand , who were Vaſſals or 
1 enants to, and had dependency upon the Nobtmen and Gentry,( he chief Attors in theſe Invaſions and 
Wars againſt England) were by their Influence drayn into, and have bin involved with them in the ſame evils. 
bt is hereby Declared, J hat all thoſe who are alread, or ſhall within T hirty dayes after the publication hereof, 
on this fide the River Tay, and within T hirty dayes ifter pablication hereof beyond the River Tay, aud within 
Thirty days after the publication hereof beyond the Fiver Spey, put themſelves under the protection of th: Par- 
liament of the Commonwealth of England, and confom themſelves to their government and regulation, ſhall not | 
only be pardoned for all Alls paſt,but be ſet free fromtheir former Dependencies and Bondage-ſervices. and 

ſhall be admitted as Tenants, Freeholders and Her iter, to Farm, hold, inhe- ite and enjoy, from an d under thi 
Commonwealth,P roportions of the ſaid confilcated ad forfeited Landi, under ſuch eaſie Rents and reaſonable 

condition t, as may enable them their heirs = hand ahh live with a more comfortable ſubſiſtence then formerly, 


and like a free People delivered( through (70 s goodves ) from their former flaveries,vaſſalage and oppreſſons.
